Wasnrneron, D. C., Jan. 23.—Mr. Conkling’s 
impaired health prevented the passage of the 
Electoral-Vote bill to-night, as its friends had 
expected. To-morrow night Mr. Edmunds pro- 
poses to sit it gut if necessary, and there are no 
indications of any organized opposition to its 
enactment. Indeed, several Senators who have 
been put down on guesswork lists as opposed to 
the bill declare that they intend to vote for it. 
Mr. John Sherman’s speech against the bill was 
a good one, for what he says is always worth 
listening to He is a fuem, pleas- 
ing speaker, but mot an impress 
ive once: His utterance is 80 rapid 
and his matter is so argumentative that he 
commands close attention, and to-day he was 
more voluble and energetic than ever. 

MR. CONKLING 

argued the preliminary phases of the question 
with a fullness and conipleteness which display- 
ed careful preparation, and to which he gave 
additional effect by his somewhat dramatic de- 
livery. His reasonings were close, and his I- 
lustrations were good, although at times too 
diffuse and rather overloaded with verbiage. 
Again and again did he repeat the same idea, 
yet always in varied phraseology, every 
sentence tastefully constructed. There was not, 
however, m the two hours’ speech a single 
passage which a hearer would wish to preserve 
in his memory as something of surpassing ex- 
cellence. 

At half-past 4 Mr. Edmunds moved a recess. 
but Mr. Conkling intimated that he should not 
be able to proceed untfl to-morrow, so the Sen- 
ate adjourned to meet at 11 o’clock to-morrow. 
Some amendments may be offered, and it is

In the 
Senatc the vote will probably be taken to-mor- 
row, and will result in the passage of the bill by 
an overwhelming majority. The efforts of Mor- 
ton and Sherman to stay the tide of opinion in 
its favor are almost futile. At the 
time the Senate adjourned this after- 
noon the bill was probably stronger 
in the upper branch of Congress than it had 
ever been before.

THE OHIO SENATOR OPPOSES THE ELECTORAL- 
COUNT BILL. 

Wasnmoron, D. C., Jan. 23.—In the Senate 
this morning consideration of unfinished busi- 
ness was resumed,—the bill in regard to count- 
ing the Electoral vote,—and Mr. Sherman spoke 
in opposition to it. He said when the Select 
Committee was appointed to consider this sub- 
ject, he expected, as a matter of course, to be 
able to vote for the bill reported by the Com- 
mittee, because he entertained the highest re- 
spect for the members of the Committee. It 
was painful for him to dissent from the views of 
men whom he estcemed so highly, but, after 
the brief examination he had given the meas- 
ure, he thought it was his duty to oppose it.

INCOMPATIBLE WITH THE CONSTITUTION. 
Such a law as this was an evil example, and it 
could not be sustained under the Constitution.

THE UNCONSTITUTIONALITY OF ARBI- 
TRATION 


The solicitude which is felt in the post- 
offices, tax-collectors’ offices, and all the 
Federal departments high and low, and 
among the vast multitude of patriots who 
are anxious to serve the country, lest the 
Constitution be violated by not having the 
Presidential vote counted and exclusively 
determined by the Republican President of 
the Senate, is remarkable, and indicates the 
firm hold which the Constitution has upon 
the affections of the American people. In 
order to judge how far the charge of uncon- 
stitutionality is applicable to the Arbitration 
bill, it should be a.ked what the bill pro- 
poses. The bill assumes that the vote shall 
be counted under the concurrent action of 
the two Houses of Congress, and that the 
power of the President of the Senate is sub- 
ordinate to that of the expressed direction of 
the two ‘Houses; and this assumption 
is the same that has been made by 
Congress at every Presidential election 
since 1789. It further provides that on the 
day designated by law for counting the votes 
the Senate and the House of Representa. 
tives shall meet in the hall of the House, 
and the President of the Senate shall there, 
in the presence of the two Houses, open all 
the certificates. These certificates, as 
opened, are to be handed to the tellers ap- 
pointed by the two Houses; the papers are 
to be read and recorded. As each paper is 
read, the question is to be put whether there 
be any objection. All objections shall be 
made in writing, to be signed by those mak- 
ing them. The two Houses shall thereupon 
separate, and each shall consider the objec- 
tion; if the objection be to the vote of a 
State from which there is but one return, and 
the two Houses sustain the objection, then 
that vote shall not be counted; otherwise it 
shall be counted. Where, however, there 
shall be two or more papers purporting to be 
returns of the Electoral vote of a State, the 
questions as to which of said papers is the 
true and lawful Electoral vote of such State 
are to be submitted to a Commission, com- 
posed of five Senators and five Representa- 
tives, to be elected by the respective 
Houses, who are to act with five Justices 
of the Supreme Court. The members of 
this Commission are to be sworn, and are 
to examine and decide whether any and what 
votes from such States are provided for by 
the Constitution, and how many and what 
persons were duly appointed Electors in such 
State, and report to the two Houses, and 
then the counting of the votes shall proceed 
in conformity with such report, unless upon 
objection thereto the two Houses, acting 
separately, shall decide otherwise. 

The legal objection to this scheme is, that 
Congress has no authority to delegate to 
others the power of counting the vote; that 
to do so is a renunciation of its powers toa 


and powers, by whose acts Congress as well 
as all other branches of the Government are 
committed and bound. Congréss has the ex- 
elusive authority to admit new States; but 
Congress, in a line of precedents extending 
over fifty years, has authorized the Presi- 
dent, in certain contingencies, to proclaim 
the admission of new States. This was not 
a delegation of legislative power to the Pres- 
ident, but was the adoption by Congress in 
advance of the acts authorized. Congress 
in this case does not delegate any 
of its powers; it by law creates 
a tribunal for hearing and determining cer- 
tain questions of law and fact; and it makes 
by@law, in advance, the judgment and find- 
ing of this Court the judgment and finding 
of the two Houses of Congress, unless the 
two Houses of Congress shall, by concurrent 
act, disapprove the same. The same law 
makes the opening of the certificate, che 
reading of the same, and the counting of the 
votes therein by the tellers, the authoritative 
count by the two Houses, unless upon ob- 
jection the two Houses shall decide other- 
wise. So Congress by this bill, enacted as a 
law, makes the finding of this Court the find- 


the action of the tellers in the one 
case and of this Commission in the other, 
becomes by law the action of the two 
Houses, unless upon objection the two 
Houses shall reverse that finding. In this 
case the authority exercised is that of the 
two Houses and not of the Commission; the 
examination and finding are made by law 
binding and conclusive, not by virtue of any 
original power in the Commission, but as an 
exercise of the power of the two Houses, 
and is to stand or fall, as the two Houses 
shall decide. And this is the unconstitution- 
ality of the bill which so startles and alarms 
every man in the United States of both par- 
ties holding, or expecting and willing to hold, 
an Office under the President who may be 
deciared elected. 
— — 
THE ENGLISH SNUBBED. 

The English are fairly squirming under 
the contemptuous manner in which the 
Turks have snubbed them. After befriend- 
ing them for years and saving them from 
Russia, the Turks, thinking that one good 
turn deserved another, borrowed several 
hundred millions of dollars from them, | 
which they at once proceeded to squander 
upon luxuries, and then repudiated payment 
of both principal and interest. When the 
new difficulty arose with Russia over the 
Servian complication, England stepped 
in with its counsels, all of which have 
been systematically and contemptuous- 
ly refused. When the British Govern- 
ment demanded that the Turkish Govern- 
ment should sift out the Bulgarian massa- 
cres, it appointed a Commiasion, which re- 
ported that no such massacres had taken 
place. When, as the next step, Lord Densy, 


‘upon the strength of Mr. Banma's report, 


peremptorily demanded that the persons re- 
sponsible for the massacres—among them 
Suerxer Pasna, Acumer Aca, and others 
should be punished, the Turkish Ministry 
took its own time for investigating the charges 
against them, and then acquitted the whole 
of them. Next, when Lord Dran proposed 
a scheme for the better administration of the 
Turkish provinces, and enumerated in the 
scheme a demand of amnesty for all the Bul- 
garians accused of insurrection, the Turkish 
Commissioners peremptorily rejected the de- 
mand. There is nothing more sardonic in 
all history than the action of the Turks in 
this regard. At first they refuse to punish 
the authors of the Bulgarian massacres, and 
then turn round and refuse to forgive tlie 


authors of the horrible cruelties. And this 
is not all. When Lord Dersy instructed Sir 
Hun Exsrorr to leave Constant mople if 
the Turks did not grant an armistice that 
Servia could accept, they immedi ately offered 
one they knew Servis would, not accept. 
When Russia, however, proposed a two 
months’ armistice, the Turk 4 yielded at once. 
Finally, a Conference, w'sich was proposed 
by England and over @hich England pre- 
sided, sends an ultimwatum which Turkey 
utterly rejects, and ‘when Lord SaLsnunr, 
the English repr sentative, remonstrates 
with and even threatens the Turks with the 
loss of English sympathy and co-operation, 
the Turk treated him with the utmost cool- 
ness and sang-froid, and probably laughed at 
him after he had passed his threshold. A

dence that could not otherwise be acquired 
under the circumstances. It must not be 
forgotten that, after the arbitration shall 
have been agreed upon, the case will i 
have to be tried. It is here that the Repu 
lican advantage comes in (1), because it will 
be only after long hesitation that the Su- 
preme Court Judges will go back of the 
prima facie cast, which presents the 
Electoral votes as they have been 
cast under the laws of the several 
tates, and (2) because, if it be 
ilecided that the canvass of the votes may in- 
<lude a review of the laws made by the State 
Legislatures directing the appointment of 
IAectors, then the Republicans have the 
same evidence of frand and intimidation 
tvhich governed the Louisiana Returning 
Board in its decision. True Republicans 
v rill not fear a resort to a test of the law and 
to proof and arbitration.

COMPROMISE AND ARBITRATION: 

It is a mistake to refer to the measure pro- 
posed in Congress to regulate the count of 
the Electoral vote as a compromise in the 
sense of a sacrifice of any principle con- 
tended for by either side. It is a compro- 
mise only to the extent that each party 
abandons a stubborn fight for party advan- 
tage. More properly speaking, it is an agree- 
ment to arbitrate a certain issue of law and 
fact that is in dispute between the two par- 
ties, to conduct this arbitration conformably’ 
to the usages of the nation, and to abide by 
the result. Is it a compromise for two men 
disputing as to the rightful possession of a 
piece of property to go into court, try the 
issue before a Judge or jury, and hold them- 
selves bound by the verdict? Is it a com- 
promise for two men contending that they 
have been elected to the same office to 
seek the intervention of a court, each 
contending with all his strength to 
convince the Judge that he and 
not his opponent has been chosen to the 
coveted place?

The Murderous Mystery at Quin- 
cy Darker than Ever, 


Possibility that the Bold Deed Was 


Dene by a Woman. 


A Quadruple Horror that Occurred on 
the Banks of the Platte River. 


Telegraphic Record of Other Criminal 
Events of the Day. 


THE QUINCY *. 
Quincy, III., Jan . — The murder committed 
in this city last evening belongs to the class 
known es mysterious. The ‘victim; W. M. 
Rhoades, was a photograph artist whese gellery

ing. He was a bachelor, about 40 years of 

The only access to his rooms is by means of a 
stairway on the outside of the building, thence 
up a narrow flight in the interior and through a 
hall to the reception room of the gallery. The 
murder was apparently committed about 7 
o'clock. At that time some ladies in 
a dressmaker’s room below heard a 
heavy fall on the floor above, and the 
groans of some one in distress. They gave no- 
tice of the fact, and a police officer went imme- 
diately to Rhoades’ room, where he was found 
lying with his head on the zine of the stove, 
with a large gash in the forehead, from which 
the blood was flowing in a stream. Partially 
under his head was a shawl. He was still 
breathing when a physician’ was sent for, but 
died in afew moments without regaining con- 
sciousness. Besides the cut extending across 
the forchead, the bones of the face were crushed 
in, and one finger of the left hand was nearly 
severed. 

The surgeon was of the opinion that the 
wounds were inflicted with a hatchet, but noth- 
ing that could have made them was to be found 
in the premises. There were, however, evidences 
of a severe struggle in the room. 

Rhoades’ pockets were turned inside out, his 
clothes were partially torn from the body, and 
his pocketbook was gone. Thirty-two dollars 
in bills remained in his pantaloons. 

Upon this evidence the theory of murder for 
money was set up; but a young boy employed 
in the gallery by Mr. Rhoades gave an intima- 
tion of a woman inthe case, from which another 
object in the murder was made manifest to the 
speculative. When the boy visited the gallery, at 4 
o’clock in the afternoon, Mr. Rhoades was there 
in company with a woman. He could not tell 
who she was, and no such person has appeared 
to substantiate this statement. The shawl upon 
which Mr. Rhoades was lying near the stove 
when found is supposed to have belonged to the 
woman. 


The police have not been able to-day to find 
any clew to the murderer, though one witoess

A HORRIBLE STORY.

For a time, all things appeared to go 
on nicely Inside the family mansion, but it 
soon became evident to those who 
grew intimate with the Ameses that 
there was a skeleton in the house, 
and that all was not as lovely as should be, or, 
in other words, the love of the household was 
scattered around among too many women, in- 
stead of being concentrated upon one, as pro- 
vided for by the laws of both God and man. 
There was a coldness growing up between 
husband and wife, only equaled by an ap- 

ent warmth existing between the hus- 
mand aod the sister-in-law, The neighboring 
women noticed that the wife appeared often in 
teare, was neglected and left umprovided for, 
while her sister received the smiles and caresses 
of the busband. Whole days the wife passed 
alone, having no company save the child, a 
bricht, golden-haired tir 
who clung to her, and in

being. At length, on the 10th of November, 
the little child sickened, and suddenly died. It 
was buried the next day,—a rude country buri- 
al, a bitter cold north wind, leafless trees, and a 
cheerless i the mother’s spirit and 
broke her heart.

JURORS. 
A CASE TO BE LOOKED INTO. 

During the last two weeks the subject of 
jurors has received considerable attention in this 
city at the hauds of the press and of the Bar 
Association, and there appears to be a _ willing- 
ness among those immediately concerned 
to make a general effort to raise 
the standard of jurors and to enſoree 
‘the law relating to them, which has heretofore 
been rather leaxivy observed. The chief com- 

has been that the bailiffs, througu )azi- 
ness, or for some other reason, have not sum- 
moned the persons regularly drawn, but have 
returned them as not found,” and picked up a 
lot of loafers around the courts in order to fill 
up the I. The law provides that any per- 
son secking the position of a juror, or asking 
any attorney or otber officer of the Court or 
other person to secure his selection, shall be 
deemed guilty of a contempt of Court. and fined 
not exceeding $30. Recently Sheriff Kern had 
this section printed on placards, which were 
ees conspicuously around the courts. He is 
btless sincere in bis efforts to weed out pro- 
fessional jurors, and the Judges are always will- 
ing to do it whenever any case is brought to 
their knowledge.

HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 
A BUILDING TO BB ERBCTED. 

‘rhe quarterly mecting of the Historical So- 
cicty was held in the club-room of the Tremont 
House yesterday afternoon, President Arnold in 
the chair. There was just a quorum—tena— 
present. 

The Executive Committee, to whom was re- 
ferred the matter of collecting past ducs, sub- 


mitted the following report: 

The Executive Committee of the Society, feeling 
that the time has come for a renewal of active 
work, make the following statement: 

The Society has $32, in Chicago city bonds, 
and we expect to receive the further sum of $30, - 
000, all from the Gilpin bequest: but, by the 
terme of the will, thissum must be held for ten 
years and accumulate before any of it can be used. 

The Society own the lot on the corner of Ontario 
and Dearborn streets, valued at $20, 000, and owe 
upoh it as part of an origina] loan made by the So- 
ciety about $9,000. They have claims against the 
Marine Bank (savings department) amounting to 
abont $17, 000, which are in process of collection, 
and the Committee are assured and believe that 
they will be secured and made available as far as 
= for the payment of the claim on the lot, 

eaving the balance for other A With tue 
above favorable showing the Society is still without 
present means. 

It is propoxed to erect on the lot in the early 
spring a brick building, say 25x60 feet, or otner 
proper size, tn a position not to interfere with the 
permanent building to be erected hereafter, and 
to employ a Secretary and Librarian. To do this, 
and provide for contingencies, the sum of at least 
$3, 000 will be required. 

Since the fire, or for the past five years, the sub- 
scription of $300 each previously paid in by the 
life-members has been paying the iety interest 
at the rate of 10 per cent, or $30 per year, while 
the annual-members, whose yearly dues were $25, 
have paid nothing. 

It tea difficult matter to determine what would 
be a fair and just assessment to be made on all the 
members under such circumstances, but the Com- 
mittee have decided to ask the annual- members to 
submit to an assessment of $50 for the entire in- 
terregnum of five years, with a hope that many 
will deem ita privilege to Increase the amount: 
also, that the life- members be asked to contribute 
as their liberality, ability. and knowledge of the 
Society's neecs may require, 

The Committee feel that in this way the sum of 
$8,000 may be raised, and that sum, with the 
regular dnes to be collected hereafter, will place 
the society in a position to resume its usefulness; 
anil they are well assured that material is at band 
and casily attainable te make the home of the 
Socicty attractive, and enable its members and 
friends to again enjoy the pleasant reunions which 
were at one time so marked a feature of its pre- 
vious success, 

ADOPTING THE REPORT. 

Mr. S. H. Kerfoot was confident the $8,000 
could be raised. 

Mr. George H. Dunlap thought the annual 
members should be assessed $50 each, and said 
he would like to see a request embodied in 
the report asking the life members to 
contribute the same amount. Since the fire 
the city had grown considerably, and he 
considered it desirable to increase the member- 
suip.

THE CUSTOM-HOUSBE. 
THE NEW PLANS. 

Mr. Hill, the Supervising Architect of the 
Treasury, has completed the plans for the 
changes in the design of all above the main 
cornice of the new Custom-House building. 
These changes may be briefly described as fol- 
lows: 

The space between the dormers is filled with 
stone-work, and surmotinted with a cornice, 
making practically the addition of an attic story 
extending entirely around the buil The 
windows, treated as gablets, extend t renee 
this aitic, the height being increased from 
former dimensions, and a modification being 
madein design for the upper portion. The 
corner pavilions and portions treated as towers 
in the Mullett design are aecentuated by carry- 
ing up dormer windows above the attic. The 
roofs over the tower portions are changed from 
pointed to wedge-shaped structures. Slight 
changes are made in the pitch of the roofs, and 
an ornamental metallic gutter is carried around 
above the attic stone-work. 

Much of the ston-ework necessary to out 
the former design was already cut, and to util- 
ize this much deviation in details was impracti- 
cable; and white this, of course, gave limited 
scope for new design, the modifications contem- 
plated will, in addition to obtaining the desired 
results of e — 1 weights on the founda- 
tion and giving the bencfits of a complete story 
in the attic, overcome fn a great measure the 
objections that have been made in regard to the 
apparent lack of height, and add to the imposing 
appearance of the building. 

Perspective drawings showing the design as 
modified will svon be forwarded, from which the 
peovle of Chicago can get a better idea of what 
is being done than can be gathered from any de- 
scription.

But 
this is not Egan’s first offense. He really sowed 
the seed of the war now —— made on him 
when he refused to give Periolat $5,000 out of 
87,000 paid him for the original plans for the 
Court-House. The only hope he has for justice 
being done him as long as he holds out against 
the Ring is the courts, or the legislating of 
the Board out of office.
